Commissioner  Alvarez-Rodriguez  moved  that  the  RFP  continue  to  prioritize  families  with  special 
needs  and  those  families  who  are  homeless  or  at-risk  of  becoming  homeless.  Proposals  to  serve 
homeless  families  or  those  at  risk  of  homelessness  must  identify  the  target  groups  they  plan  to  serve 
and  state  how  they  will  support  these  families.  All  proposals  must  demonstrate  how  the  applicants 
will  recruit  and  serve  families  with  children  with  special  needs.  In  the  second  year  of  funding,  all 
applicants  must  ensure  that  five  percent  of  the  families  they  serve  have  children,  aged  0-5,  with 
special  needs.  In  the  third  year  of  funding,  ten  percent  of  all  families  served  must  have  children, 
aged  0 -5,  with  special  needs. 

Commissioner  Polk  seconded  the  motion.

The  motion  carried. 

The  Committee  decided  not  to  give  extra  points  to  proposals  for  the  inclusion  of  Parent  Education 
Services.

Program  Overview  for  Family  Support  and  Parent  Education 

A.  Objective 

Through  this  initiative  the  Commission  wants  to  help  families  have  the  opportunity  for  support,  education, 
and  information  that  nurtures  and  encourages  parenting  conducive  to  the  optimal  health  and  development 
of  their  children.  Another  outcome  is  to  enable  parents,  caregivers  and  community  members  to  have 
opportunities  to  create  parent-friendly,  family  and  child-centered,  culturally  and  linguistically  appropriate 
spaces  and  activities  that  build  community,  expand  knowledge,  increase  resiliency,  and  deepen  wisdom 
and  joy. 

It  is  the  Commission’s  expectation  that  this  initiative  will  improve  families’  access  to  information.  In 
addition,  the  Commission  seeks  to  increase  and  coordinate  the  wide  range  of  family  support  and  parent 
education  opportunities  that  reflect  the  needs  of  San  Francisco’s  diverse  families  and  communities.  The 
overarching  goal  of  this  initiative  (and  other  Commission  activities)  is  to  help  families  care  for  their  children 
so  they  can  be  ready  to  enter  school. 

The  activities  funded  through  this  initiative  must  be: 

• Family-centered  and  easily  accessible, 

• Designed  for  the  “whole  child,” 

• Built  on  strengths  of  the  parents/caregivers,  children,  and  families, 

• Reflective  of  changing  needs, 

• Culturally  and  linguistically  diverse, 

• Universally  available, 

• Respectful  of  parent/caregiver  and  provider  relationships, 

• Inclusive  of  family  participation  at  all  levels, 

• Oriented  to  prevention  and  early  intervention, 

• Linked  between  systems  and  settings, 

• In  adherence  to  the  Commission’s  Parent  Link  policy, 

• Inclusive  of  community-based  education  and  outreach,  and 

• Sustainable  and  maximizing  the  use  of  public  and  private  funds  and  existing  resources 
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These  principles  guide  not  only  this  Family  Support  and  Parent  Education  initiative,  but  all  of  the 
Commission’s  activities. 

The  Commission  has  prioritized  services  to  families  with  children  with  special  needs  as  well  as  to  homeless 

families.  (OPTION  1)  Therefore,  all  grantees  must  ensure  that  15  percent  of  the  families  they  serve 
have  children  with  special  needs  and/or  are  homeless.  (OPTION  2)  Therefore,  all  applicants  must 
demonstrate  how  they  will  recruit  and  serve  families  with  children  with  special  needs  as  well  as 
homeless  families. 

B Statement  of  Need 

Family  Support  programs  attempt  to  fill  the  gaps  that  families  today  are  experiencing  in  their  support 
systems.  They  provide  safe,  comfortable  places  for  children  and  families  that  are  accessible  to  the 
communities  they  serve.  Extensive  research  has  demonstrated  the  need  for  strong  and  passionate 
parent/caregiver  support.  The  focus  area  of  family  support  and  parent  education  recognizes  that  all 
parents  need  support  to  become  this  source  of  strength  and  guidance  for  their  children.  Peer-based  family 
support  can  be: 

• An  effective  tool  to  help  parents  work  through  their  problems  and  get  assistance; 

• Parent-centered  and  directed,  involving  professionals  as  consultants  to  parents; 

• A place  to  develop  community  and  serve  as  a type  of  extended  family;  (and) 

• Flexible  and  easily  adaptable  to  different  settings  and  needs  of  diverse  families. 

Program  Component  Descriptions 

There  are  five  service  components  the  Commission  wishes  to  support  through  this  initiative.  All  proposals 
must  include  Component  1 . Meet  and  Eats  in  their  program  design.  Proposals  may  include  none,  some,  or  all 
of  the  other  five  components.  (OPTION)  A proposal  that  includes  Component  5.  Parent  Education  may 
receive  up  to  10  additional  points  in  the  Commission’s  evaluation.  (See  Section  VIII. D.)  The  categories 
are  not  mutually  exclusive  and  a proposed  activity  may  fall  into  more  than  one  component. 

If  needed,  applicants  may  include  up  to  a four-month  planning  period  for  implementation  of  their  proposed 
program. 

Components 

1 . Meet  and  Eats 

The  concept  of  “meet  and  eats”  developed  out  of  the  Community  Conversations  that  were  held  in  the 
spring  of  2000.  They  are  essentially  family  friendly  environments  where  parents/caregivers  of  young 
children  can  gather  around  a meal  to  support  each  other  in  an  informal  way;  build  community  and  reduce 
their  and  their  children’s  isolation;  and  connect  with  available  services. 

2.  Linkages  and  Collaborations 

Through  this  component,  the  Commission  seeks  to  strengthen  linkages  and  collaborations  to  allow 
programs  to  provide  a comprehensive,  integrated  approach  to  working  with  families.  The  Commission 
wants  to  fund  family  support  and  parent  education  programs  that  can  achieve  one  or  more  of  the  following 
goals: 

Improved  outreach  to  families  to  make  them  aware  of  available  services,  e.q.  support,  social,  education, 
and  health  services.  During  its  needs  assessment,  the  Commission  identified  a need  to  improve  outreach 
to  the  linguistically  and  culturally  diverse  groups  in  San  Francisco  so  they  can  better  access  the  many 
services  that  already  are  available.  Too  often  when  families  need  help,  they  do  not  know  where  to  go  to  for 
assistance. 

Some  linguistic  and  cultural  groups  live  throughout  San  Francisco  - not  solely  in  one  neighborhood  or  part 
of  the  city.  Outreach  to  and  services  for  such  scattered  groups  are  more  difficult  and,  thus,  the 
Commission  seeks  to  fund  services  that  would  improve  groups’  ability  to  access  and  receive  services. 
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In  addition,  some  neighborhoods  do  not  have  a nearby  Family  Resource  Center  or  provider  of  Family 
Support  and  Parent  Education  services.  The  Commission  wishes  to  address  the  lack  of  services  that 
exists  in  these  neighborhoods. 

a Enhanced  delivery  of  services.  The  Commission  is  looking  to  fund  programs  that  will  enhance 
the  quantity,  quality,  and  accessibility  of  family  support  and  parent  education  services.  During 
the  development  of  the  Commission’s  Strategic  Plan,  parents  said  they  want  better  information, 
a real  person  to  talk  to,  and  specific  advice  on  family  support  and  child  care  matters.  Parents 
also  spoke  of  the  need  for  support  groups,  community  bases  parent  education,  and  more 
parent  friendly  places  to  get  help. 

b.  Creation  of  “hubs”  of  service  that  support  deeper  linkages  within  a neighborhood  or 
community.  The  Commission  is  interested  in  funding  “hubs”  that  will  link  an  array  of 
services  so  families  can  more  easily  get  help.  Support  and  other  services  may  be 
scattered  among  an  array  of  service  providers.  As  a result,  families  may  have  to  travel 
from  place  to  place  to  get  the  services  and  assistance  they  need.  Parents  told  the 
Commission  during  the  development  of  the  Strategic  Plan  that  they  would  like  to  have  a 
single  point  of  contact  for  services  and  assistance. 

3.  Quality  Innovative  Services  to  Meet  an  Unmet  Need 

The  Commission  wants  to  support  and  promote  creativity  with  models  that  can  be  replicated  and  from 
which  the  community  can  learn  in  order  to  improve  future  family  support  or  parent  education  services. 
Proposed  programs  may  include  services  that 

• have  not  been  tried  before  within  San  Francisco  or  within  one  of  San  Francisco’s  geographic, 
cultural,  or  linguistic  communities; 

• are  strength-based  and  empowering; 

• differ  significantly  from  traditional  models  of  service  delivery;  and 

• demonstrate  unique  cultural  or  socioeconomic  competence. 

Proposed  programs  could  include  developing  special  ways  to  engage  parents,  caregivers,  and/or  families; 
providing  new  kinds  of  family  support  and/or  parent  education  services;  and  serving  traditionally 
underserved  populations. 

4.  Infrastructure  Support 

The  Commission  recognizes  that  a barrier  to  meeting  the  needs  of  families  may  be  a lack  of  infrastructure 
in  a family  support  program.  This  may  inhibit  a family  support  program  from  growing  to  scale,  adapting  to 
the  changing  needs  of  families,  or  providing  supports  and  information  in  a coordinated  and  effective 
manner. 

An  applicant  may  propose  strategies  for  improving  their  ability  to  provide  family  support  and/or  parent 
education  services.  Strategies  may  include  staff  training,  increased  use  of  technology,  and  program 
development  efforts.  No  more  than  10  percent  of  the  funds  requested  may  be  devoted  to  this  component. 

5.  Parent  Education 

Parent  education  services  may  include  a variety  of  ways  of  teaching  information  and  skills  to  parents, 
caregivers,  and/or  family  members.  The  Commission  is  looking  to  increase  the  level  of  parent  education 
services  by  augmenting  and  enhancing  current  services  and  implementing  new  services.  The  Commission 
wants  to  fund  parent  education  that  builds  on  the  strengths  and  capacities  of  families  and  also  addresses 
gaps  in  Parent  Education  services  including  the  need  for  increased  services  that  are  “parent  driven,” 
services  that  are  responsive  to  varying  learning  styles;  more  services  targeted  to  fathers  and  teen  parents; 
and  increased  services  that  are  culturally  and  linguistically  competent. 
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6.  Home  Visiting 

Home  visiting  is  a means  of  providing  a service,  not  a service  unto  itself.  The  Commission  recognizes  that 
home  visiting  can  be  an  appropriate  means  of  providing  family  support  and  parent  education  services. 
Therefore,  applicants  may  propose  serving  identified  groups  of  parents  and  families  through  a home 
visiting  program  of  family  support  and/or  parent  education.

Commissioner  Rutherford  proposed  a friendly  amendment  that  the  new  RFP  reflect 
the  Commission’s  vision  of  Family  Support,  that  hubs  of  Family  Support  link  to 
Proposition  10  initiatives,  that  the  expectation  is  to  link  to  formal  connections,  e.g. 
health  outreach  and  Parent  Ambassadors. 


Commissioner  Weisberg  stated  that  the  motion  was  extremely  disappointing  to 
participating  organizations,  and  the  Commission  understood  that  this  funding  is 
critical  to  them  and  the  communities  they  serve.  The  Commission  acknowledges  this 
disappointment  and  expresses  concern.

Sally  Large,  Friends  of  St  Francis  Child  Care,  encouraged  staff  to  refine  the  training 
of  panelists,  that  the  guidelines  of  the  budget  are  too  strict,  e.g.  30%  benefits  is 
too  high,  and  that  the  criteria  be  narrowed  down  and  be  more  specific. 

Deven  Richardson,  Bayview  resident,  stated  that  is  was  refreshing  to  hear  the  issues  of 
this  RFP,  that  the  southeast  section  of  the  city  is  underserved  and  needs  outreach, 
and  that  the  mission  of  the  RFP  must  be  clear  and  concise. 
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April  Y.  Silas,  Homeless  Children’s  Network,  thanked  the  Committee  for  their 
reflection  on  this  issue,  that  consistency  is  the  key,,  to  pay  attention  to  the  finer 
details,  to  release  the  funds  as  soon  as  possible,  to  consider  feedback  and 
strengthen  the  collaboration  and  linkages 

Lisa  Williams,  One  Source,  stated  that  children  are  waiting  for  these  services  and 
asked,  “If  the  vision  was  changed  would  that  exclude  the  first  vision?” 

Virginia  Van  Zandt,  San  Francisco  Child  Abuse  Prevention  Center,  concurred  with 
Ms.  Large  and  Silas’  request,  thanked  the  panel  even  though  she  was  not  happy 
with  the  outcome,  supported  the  outcome  of  the  Protest  and  the  strategy  of 
submitting  new  proposals,  as  the  old  one  were  out  of  date,  that  new  information 
would  reflect  the  current  status  of  the  organizations. 

Rene  Velasquez,  Instituto  Familias  de  la  Raza,  urged  the  Committee  to  just  say  who 

is  the  target  of  this  strategy  and  to  be  consistent.

o Each  neighborhood  will  be  staffed  by  two  Parent  Ambassadors 
working  ten  hours/week:  eight  direct  service  and  two  hours  for

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• A training  curriculum  to  support  Parent  Ambassadors  will  be  developed

• Evaluation  done  throughout  first  year 

• It  is  a pilot  program  and  has  a one-year  budget  for  startup. 

• Due  to  program  requirements  full  time  personnel  are  shared  with  Asian 
Perinatal  Advocates 

• After  startup,  infrastructure  must  remain  stable  over  the  three-year 
contract. 

• Program  Oversight  Team,  which  will  provide  input  into  the  implementation 
of  the  project  includes  commission  staff  and  a Civic  Engagement 
Advisory  Committee  member.

Moira  Kenney,  Executive  Director,  presented  the  Annual  Report,  noting  that  the 
full  report  would  come  back  to  the  counties  in  January.  There  are  three  sections: 
narrative  (focusing  on  Family  Support  this  year),  revenues  and  expenditures  and 
priority  outcomes  and  indicators.  Client  level  data,  not  required  this  year,  will  be 
required  next  year.  Data  will  include  extensive  intake  on  core  participants  on 
subjects  such  as  family  income  and  practices.  The  commission  will  select 
priority  outcomes  in  four  indicators

IV  Presentation  of  the  Audit  Findings 

Elisa  Sullivan,  Audit  Manager,  Office  of  the  Controller,  presented  the  audit 
findings  to  the  committee,  which  includes  a standard  opinion  letter,  combined 
balance  sheet,  revenues  and  expenditures  sheet  and  a management  letter.  The 
audit  found  that  revenues  are  decreasing  and  expenditures  are  increasing. 

The  loss  of  investment  is  a paper  loss  due  to  a decrease  in  the  value  of  bonds, 
i.e. , interest  rate  change.  The  recommendations  of  the  prior  management  letter 
have  been  met. 


Derik  Aoki,  Senior  Program  Officer,  reported  that  staff  are  beginning  to  receive 
invoices  from  city  departments  that  itemize  by  subcontractor,  which  are  reviewed 
for  sign-off.  A best  practice  procedure  has  changed  behavior  to  create  better 
invoicing.  This  should  be  a requirement  in  the  MOU.  Dr  Kenney  noted  that  there 
will  be  a fuller  accounting  at  a future  Budget  Committee  meeting. 

Program  and  fiscal  site  visits  are  being  developed  for  protocol  and  calendar,  e.g. 
the  first  year  of  a contract  will  receive  three  site  visits,  one  or  two  the  following 
year  (one  scheduled  and  one  drop-in).  Commissioner  Coloretti  noted  that  a 
tiered  level  of  visits  according  to  level  of  funding  could  be  implemented.  Staff  will 
meet  with  DCYF  staff  regarding  joint  site  visits. 

There  was  no  Public  Comment. 
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V Discussion  of  the  Change  in  the  Contract  with  Asian  Women’s  Resource 
Center  to  Work  Order  $14,000  to  Department  of  Public  Health  Community 
Behavioral  Health  Services  for  Mental  Health  Consultation  Services 

Staff  reported  that  the  change  in  this  contract  allows  for  a less  lengthy  and 
complicated  billing  process  that  allows  the  Asian  Women’s  Resource  Center  to 
offer  the  same  services  as  described  in  the  original  contract.  As  the  MOU  states 
DPH  Child.  Youth  and  Family  System  of  Care  will  participate  in  the  SFCFC 
evaluation  and  reporting  activities.

The  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

III  Update  on  Family  Ambassador  Program 


Ellen  Rodgers  and  Falope  Fatunmise  from  Edgewood  Center  were  present  to 
discuss  the  Year  2 Family  Ambassador  budget  and  project  narrative  with  the 
Committee.  In  its  second  year,  the  program  will  strengthen  the  referral  process 
and  establish  clearer  objectives  and  outcomes  by  which  success  will  be 
measured.  The  program  staff  will  work  closely  with  Harder+Company  to  set  the 
goals  and  objectives.  The  total  budget  request  for  Year  2 is  $499,793. 

The  three  components  of  the  second  year  of  the  project  are:  1.  Neighborhood 
Peer-to-Peer  interactions,  with  information  referrals;  2.  a three-class  Certification 
Program  on  services  for  children  0-5  for  270  parents,  relative  caregivers,  CBO 
representatives  and  community  leaders;  3.  a stronger  link  between  the  Family 
Support  program  and  the  Family  Ambassadors  program. 

The  Committee  suggested  providing  an  incentive  (stipend,  award,  coupon,  etc) 
for  those  who  complete  the  Certification  Program.  It  was  brought  to  the 
Committee’s  attention  that  the  Year  2 budget  includes  $9,652  for  program 
oversight  by  the  Director  of  Kinship  Programs,  an  expense  item  that  is  normally 
included  in  the  15%  Indirect  Cost  line  item.  This  issue  will  be  discussed  by  First 
5 staff  and  the  Edgewood  program  staff. 

There  was  no  Public  Comment. 

IV  Update  on  Universal  Home  Visit  Pilot  Project 
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Mildred  Crear  from  DPH  Maternal  Child  Health  and  Cindy  Olsen,  the  new  Nurse 
Manager,  were  present  to  discuss  the  Universal  Home  Visiting  Pilot  Project. 

First  5 staff  put  forth  a recommendation  to  the  Committee  to  resume  funding  as 
of  September  1,  2004,  with  a reduction  in  the  level  of  total  funding  from  $460,000 
to  $390,000  ($277,300  for  DPH  staff  and  $112,700  for  three  Community  Health 
Workers  at  CBOs).  Only  the  DPH  portion  of  the  grant  was  suspended  in  June 
2004;  the  funding  for  Community  Health  Workers  had  not  been  discontinued. 

This  is  the  final  year  of  funding  for  the  program. 

First  5 staff,  along  with  Commissioner  Lucy  Crain,  have  met  extensively  with 
Mildred  Crear  and  Barbara  Garcia  from  DPH  to  discuss  the  future  of  the  project. 
The  main  challenges  have  been  lack  of  referrals  from  partner  hospitals  (St. 
Luke’s,  UCSF  and  CPMC)  and  too  few  home  visits  being  conducted.  DPH  staff 
feels  that  this  will  be  corrected  with  the  new  Nurse  Manager,  Ms.  Olsen,  on 
board,  and  with  a commitment  to  additional  management  oversight  by  Ms.  Crear 
and  Ms.  Garcia.  DPH  is  also  considering  adding  Kaiser  Permanente  as  a 
partner  hospital,  in  order  to  increase  the  number  of  referrals.  Ms.  Crear  reports 
that  Kaiser  has  already  expressed  interest  in  participating. 

If  the  program  resumes,  there  will  be  2.5  Public  Health  Nurses  (PHN),  down  from 
3.5  FTEs.  The  goal  would  be  for  each  PHN  to  conduct  three  home  visits  per 
day.  Commissioner  Polk  requested  that  DPH  staff  also  report  attempted  visits  as 
well.  After  three  months,  the  program  outcomes  will  be  reviewed  again,  and 
there  may  be  an  increase  to  3.5  PHNs  if  the  results  justify  the  increase. 
Commissioner  Polk  requested  that  any  current  resumption  of  funding  include 
funds  to  cover  the  full  3.5  FTEs. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  Ms.  Crear  investigate  the  issue  of  insurance  billing  for 
the  home  visiting  services,  as  there  were  some  concerns  about  the  long-term 
sustainability  of  the  program  in  light  of  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Polk  moved  to  resume  Year  3 funding  of  DPH  activities  for  the 
Universal  Home  Visiting  Pilot  Project  at  $277,300,  starting  on  September  1, 

2004.  Commissioner  Yee  seconded. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously.

V.  Review  of  Raising  a Reader  RFQ. 


Executive  Director  Moira  Kenney  reported  to  the  Committee  that  based  on 
suggestions  from  parents  and  CBO  leaders,  First  5 staff  requests  the  approval  of 
$60,000  to  fund  the  Raising  a Reader  program,  using  unspent  School  Readiness 
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Initiative  (SRI)  funds  from  previous  years.  The  program  provides  books  and 
support  to  classrooms  to  establish  a revolving  reading  library  for  children  in  that 
classroom.  This  RFQ  would  establish  Raising  a Reader  at  all  current  SRI 
schools  with  pre-K  classrooms  (excluding  Cleveland  Elementary,  which  lacks  a 
pre-K  classroom.)  It  will  offer  an  initial  $60,000  of  funding  for  one  year  of  activity. 
An  additional  $60,000  would  be  available  upon  successful  completion  of  year 
one  activities,  and  an  approved  budget  and  scope  of  work  for  year  two.

• DPH  Deputy  Director,  Barbara  Garcia,  has  acknowledged  that  the  need  for 
continued  First  5 contributions  to  the  Healthy  Kids  premiums  is  placing  a 
strain  on  the  First  5 budget,  and  she  reaffirmed  that  Healthy  Kids  was  the 
Department's  top  priority  for  First  5 funding. 

• We  will  work  with  DPH  to  ensure  no  cuts  to  programs  with  a significant 
number  of  subsidized,  Medi-CAL,  or  Healthy  Kids-eligible  families. 

• Staff  is  working  with  DCYF,  DHS  and  DPH  to  review  the  program. 

Christina  Shea  of  Fu  Yan  Project,  Un  Un  Che  of  Wu  Yee,  and  Karen  Lam  of  Kai 
Ming  Head  Start  addressed  the  Committee  with  concerns  about  the  reduced 
funding  of  Mental  Health  Consultations.
